2. Claims 1-31 are pending in the case. Claims 1 , 6, 9, 12, 13, 17, and 21 
are independent claims.

Group I. Claims 1-8, and 12-31, drawn to a sequential circuit, 

classified in class 365, subclass 233 (Addressing -> Sync/clocking). 

Group II. Claims 9-11, drawn to a clock generation circuit, classified in 
class 327, subclass 100+ (Signal Converting, Shaping, or 
Generating). 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 
Inventions Group I and Group II are related as subcombinations disclosed 
as usable together in a single combination.
